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A new Organisation has been established. Precisely 30 years after the 
establishment of the South African Library Association its first Non-Euro- 
pean counterpart has been formed. The membership of the Cape Library Asso- 
ciation is open to Coloureds, Malays and Asiatics and will work under the 
guidance and direction of the Provincial Library Service until it is able 

to stand on its own feet. It starts with 

approximately forty members. The Chairman 
EDITORIAL is Mr. A. Bailey of Klawer and the Secre- 

tary Mr. H. Solomon of Robertson. There 

are a further five members on the Manage- 
ment Council which holds office for periods of two years. They will aim 
to help with the accomplishment and furtherance of Library Facilities, 
advise the Provincial Library Service in matters affecting Library Servi- 
ces for Coloureds, hold meetings when necessary and promote the aims of 
the Library in general. Among the specific functions of the Library ‘that 
they aim to put into practice is to raise the cultural, intellectual and 
educational level of the Coloured people. 

The harmony and stability of any society depends on the educational level 
of the people. We cannot over-emphasise the importance of the concept 
that learning is not something temporary, lasting while the individual 
passes through academic institutions but something that should continue 
through-out life. When the library becomes the cultural centre of a com- 
munity it can guide and direct post-academic learning in that community. 
From this basis we can evaluate the importance of any new organisation 
that aims to promote library services and we wish the Cape Library Associa- 
tion well. Their broader aims are particularly praisewrthy. It is en- 
couraging to think that part of modern community life is that there are 
groups who undertake to raise the cultural, intellectual and educational 
level of the community. 

What then is the prognosis for the Cape Library Association? The colour- 
ed communities are served by 160 Depots of which most are open for only 
the minimum three hours a week. The conditions under which some of these 
work are bad. We hear of Depots that are in disused kitchens where the 
light is bad. But, we also hear of Depots that started with three teach- 
ers cupboards and have grown to fill rooms with shelving for more than a 
thousand books. The numbers of books read and the total readership in- 
creases by thousands every year. There is a lot on the credit side. 
Since 1956 two new modem libraries each costing approximately £4,000 have 
been built in accordance with Provincial Library Service requirements. 
One is at Parow and one at Stellenbosch (see pg.13). Goodwood is building 
another for £10,000 and Somerset West has voted £6,000 for its library. 
The Cape Library Association will have the help and guidance of the Provin- 
cial Library Service which will be invaluable to them. We wish them suc- 
cess and will watch their progress with interest

VACATION COURSE 
FOR LIBRARIANS

"The enthusiasm that predominated among the Librarians was so infectious 
that I returned to Lambertsbaai filled with a new spirit of enterprise" 
writes one of the Depot Librarians who attended the July Vacation School 
This was the second to be held, the first took place last year, and both 
courses have been enthusiastically welcomed by the participants. Forty 
librarians from as far away as Port Nolloth and Douglas gathered at Zonne- 
bloem College in Cape Town, being accommodated there at no cost. They 
found their time well filled with lectures on a wide range of subjects. 
Among others they heard about library administration from Mr. Friis and 
Miss te Groen, aspects of children’s libraries from Mrs. Lyndhurst and 
films from Dr. Oppenheim. Every evening films were shown by the Audio- 
Visual Department, and one morning was taken up with a visit to Parow and 
Stellenbosch Libraries. Here they saw just how attractive the interior 
of a library can be. Two quest speakers at the vacation school were 
the well-known journalist Mr. Aat Kaptein and the writer Mr. W.A. de Klerk. 

Mutual problems were discussed between the Depot Librarians and Head 
Office staff, for example, the Provincial Library Service has had a policy 
of buying University of South Africa and B.A. set-books for the Non-Euro- 
pean Libraries, while it appears that there is a much greater need for 
J.C. and Senior Certificate text books. It was encouraging to hear that 
some librarians at small depots were even coaching pupils with their 
studies. 

The problem of fines was discussed. Borrowers are usually fined three- 
pence per week on each overdue book, but some students felt that this 
would discourage readers, and a penny a week would be better. The rela 
tionship between depots and the communit was also discussed. The admini- 
stration has the view that one depot should serve two. Altogether the 
course was of great benefit to 
all who attended it, both stu- 
dents and Head Office.

UNION CATALOGUE 


Little appears to be known by many people about the function of Union 
Catalogue Section and the reason why books are often recalled by this 
Department from Public and Regional Libraries 

This short article is an attempt to explain briefly and without tech- 
nicalities how Union Catalogue Section works and why certain information 
is required 

The Union Catalogue Section is the department of the Provincial Library 
Service responsible for the production of a printed Union Catalogue of the 
holdings of all public libraries and depots affiliated to the Service. 
Once a library has been reorganised, the rough catalogue cards have to be 
checked to ensure consistency. The reorganizing team usually works at 
considerable pressure and does not have all the necessary checking tools 
at its disposal The Union Catalogue Section therefore checks these cards 
and prepares them for punching, the Author catalogue cards for the indivi 
dual library and the collective cards for the printed catalogue 

When queries arise during this card checking, the information can usual- 
ly be obtained from Tools (British National Bibliography, Cumulative Book 
Index and other Reference authorities) but sometimes these are not suffi: 
ciently complete, and then further information has to be requested from 
libraries 

In some cases this can be furnished by the Librarian as answers to ques- 
tions, but occasionally the book itself is required to produce the neces- 
sary information To explain simply the system used in the section let us 
consider a Catalogue Card 

This is made up in the main of Two "entries": - 

Author entry and Title entry. 
These may be extended by Author added entries, Title added entries, Analy- 
tical entries, etc., etc. 


Author Entry: 
This must be checked from Tools or the book itself to give: - 
1) Correct surname, Christian name and initials 
2) Correct and uniform spelling, especially of 
foreign names 
3) Joint authors (Added entry where these occur) 
4) Translator (Added entry for translator and 
language) 
5) Editor, when no author is named. 
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6) Pseudonyms (These must be collated and Autho- 
rity and Reference cards made for each pseudonym) 


Title Entry: 

Verification of the title on the title-page of the book for: 

1) Correct spelling 

2) Capital letters 

3) Sub-titles 

4) Punctuation 

5) Date. 

Editing the cards for punching is a further step Cards are restricted 
by mechanical necessity to a fixed number of "spaces" (letters, punctua 
tion marks etc.) i.e. 24 spaces for Author Entry, 64 spaces for Title 
Entry, therefore information on the title-page of a book must be carefully 
graded by means of abbreviations to fit in with these restrictions, while 
retaining the maximum information possible. 

Catalogue cards are thus devised to give information according to a 
defined plan of what is required 

A few notes on some other factors which indirectly affect the requests 
which are sent to Librarians: - 


Classification: Sometimes Non-fiction slips through unclassified and is 
filed with the Fiction In order to classify it is usually necessary to 
recall the book 

Africana: 


Special Editions: These are sometimes overlooked. The catalogue 
Rare and Out of print books: cards are marked A and filed with Non-fiction 


Volume Numbers: These are not always shown in their relation to Accession 
numbers, so must be verified 


Date: Even if the date of publication is not shown in the book there are 
other means of determining it 


Analytical Entries: Collective volumes often merit author or title en- 
tries under the individual sections of the book which would not be brought 
out by the general Author and Title entries, e.g. collections of plays 
need to be analysed to show the individual plays Books often have to be 
recalled for this purposes 

Though this article covers only some of the work done in Union Catalogue 
Section, it is hoped that it may make the labour of temporary or junior 
librarians who have to deal with these queries easier and more intelligible

EXPERIMENT IN PIKETBERG 


In December 1959 a handful of people in Piketberg decided to perform a 
biblical play and asked their library for advice A lot has happened 
since 

When in September , Die Verlore Seun" will be played in Piketberg, it 
will be a red-letter-day in the history of theatre in South Africa. For 
the small group of enthusiasts now known as Piketberg Bybelspel verenig- 
ing has courageously gone back to the very point from which all modern 
drama and theatre stems: the biblical theatre of the Reformation 
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In the early 16th century, Bible plays were performed in many places in 
Germany, Holland and Switzerland They were not the work of great poets 
or even skilful dramatists through which the new religious teachings could 
be brought to the people. Their simple plays were performed in the market 
Place of their home towns; citizens were the actors and citizens the 
audience. The Bible story and its message came to life there, amongst the 
people 

And that is exactly what the little group in Piketberg wanted, to bring 
to life a biblical story amongst their own people. They selected for 
their first performance one of the earliest Reformation plays, the "Prodi- 
gal Son" by Burkard Waldis, which was played in his hometown, the Baltic 
seaport of Riga, in 1527. It was a good choice. The theme, conflict be 
tween father and son, has its very special meaning in our own time of 
"angry young men". Technically it is a true lay-play, written by a man 
who was a pewter-maker for his fellow-citizens And it was chosen for 
another and very important reason: when Burkard Waldis wrote his play in 
1527 he introduced a great innovation; he did not write as it had been 
the rule until then - in Latin, the language of the Church, of the univer 
sities, of the educated, but he spoke to his fellowmen in their own 
mother-tongue, in the young and vigorously growing early German language. 

With the translation of his play into another young language, Afrikaans, 
Burkard Waldis is honoured as one of the first who wrote a biblical play 
in the mother-tongue of the people, against the background of their own 
daily lives. His old play has been adapted for performance on the stage 
of the Piketberg Kerksaal and it has been translated into Afrikaans verse 

not an easy task. 

Many other problems cropped up In what style should this newborn play, 
the Piketberg ,Verlore Seun" be played? Its story belongs to biblical 
time, it was dramatised by a man of the Reformation, and it will be perfom 
ed by and for South Africans of our ow time It seemed as if the style 
of the early 16th century, the time of Burkard Waidis, best expressed the 
timelessness and eternal validity of the story of the "Prodigal Son". 

The revival of a play more than 400 years old in another language, 
another continent, another world aitogether has been a formidable task which 
could only be mastered by unlimited enthusiasm, determination and the good 
will of many people It has been a remarkable and most gratifying ex 
perience to see the project - the Piketberg experiment grow and embrace 
more and more people who were infected by the initial enthusiasm of the 
small group and who contributed time and ideas and skill A speciai film 
show and a display of books and art prints wili be cioseiy linked with the 
event testimony to the close link between the world of the library and 
the world of the theatre in the life of the civilised community.
